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ROPE WINDS ABOUT 
SHAFT AND DRAGS 


Employe Whirled Into Machinery 
of Cement Crusher; Arm 
Broken, Chest Smashed ‘In. 


JAMMED AGAINST CEILING 


Companions’ Cries Cause En- 
gineer to Stop Machinery; 
Workman Dies in Hospital. 


Salvadore Busso, 28 years old, an em- 
ploye of the Continental Cement Co. at 
Continental, St. Louis County, six miles 
south of St. Louis, was whirled about 
a swiftly revolving shaft in the mill 
Monday afternoon, and died at ll p. m, 
in the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital on 
South Broadway. 

According to the account of the affair 
given by officials of the company to the 
St. Louis police, Busso was carrying «a 
coil of rope through the shed where the 
heavy machinery, used in crushing tons 
of rock daily, was in operation. 


As he came near the shaft, which wasj. 


several feet above his head, the company 
officials say he tossed the loose end »f 
the coil of rope over the gleaming cylin- 
der. It was making 60 revolutions a 
minute. 

Two or three times, the employers 
say, the rope was brushed off the 
shaft.. Then Busso made a stronger 
toss, and the rope coiled twice about 
the shatt. 

Instantly, it seemed to the witnesses 
of the accident, the whole coil was 
pulled after the rope end, and Busso, 
entangled in the rope, was jerked off 
his feet, and his right arm was wound 
about the shaft. His body was pulled 
into a narrow space between the shaft 
and the ceiling. The machinery, which 
ds built to overcome much greater re-, 
sistance than that of a human body, did 
not stop until the engineer, heeding the 
shouts of other workmen, shut it off. 

The arm was broken in many places, 
and Busso’s ribs and chest were caved 
in and pressed against internal organs. 
Dr. E. W, McBratney, the company’s 
physician, was called from Carondelet, 
and had the man removed to the hospi- 
tal. 

Busso’s employers said that the act 
which caused his fatal injuries was 
merely a bit of “‘fooling’”’ on his part, 
and that it was not in any sense a part 
of his required work. Employes are 
warned to let the shafts and other parts 
of the machinery alone, they said.

WILSON'S MESSAGE 
S WELL RECEIVED 
BY CONGRESSMEN 


Both Democrats and Republicans 
Comment Favorably on 
Anti-Trust Proposals. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 0.—‘It’s a very, 
very fine message—that tells the whole 
story. How can one say more?’ was 
Speaker Clark’s comment on the Pres- 
ident’s message. 

“The President’s plan is inadequate,” 
declared Representative Murdock of 
Kansas, leader of the House Progres- 
Sives. ‘“‘Like all inadequate plans, it 
will render the trust evil more acute. 
It will not remedy. The President’s in- 
tentions are good, but so long as there 
are reactionary forces in his party he 
cannot get results in this problem.’’ 

“As always, the President speaks 
tersely and with clarity," said Vice- 
President Marshall. ‘‘While it recom- 
mends radical reforms, the message is 
couched in conservative terms.” 

Representative Underwood, Democrat- 
ic leader of the House, said: 

“The President's message points the 
way to progressive remedial legislation 
and will relieve the people of the United 
States from evil practice that some- 
times have been carried on in the past, 
and at the same time the tone of the 
message is auch that it leaves no cause 
for alarm by the legitimate business 
interests of the country.”’ 

Representative Mann, Republican lead- 
er of the House, characterized the 
President’s message as “the strongest 
nationalistic message ever sent to Con- 
gress.’’ 

“Of course, I am very much pleased 
with so much of the President's mes- 
Sage as relates to the issuance of 
stocks and bonds by railroads,” he 
said.

The Southwestern company officials 
in interviews at the time it applied for 
permission to increase its rate, drew 
attention to the residence rates in St. 
Louis, proclaiming them to be lower than 
in other cities, 

These comparisons show that, while 
St. Louls residence subscribers who uss 
a large number of calls pay less for their 
telephone service, the average residence 
telephone, which is used not more than 
three times a day, actually cost more 
in St. Louis than in other cities. 

A eomperison of rates with a large 
number of cities is difficult and unsatis- 
factory because of the system used by 
the companies controlled by the A. T. & 
T., of having different classifications in 
nearly every city. The examination of 
other rates, however, show that in many 
emaller cities the rates are much higher 
than in many cities of greater popula- 
tion, and that the question of the 
emount of service to be performed does 
not seem to have entered into the rate- 
fixing work. 

In Kansas City, investigations show, 
the rates are about half the proposed 
rate in St. Louis.

SUES FOR 320,000 


Dr. E. V. Appleby Says.May de 
Pallandt Refused to Pay Notes 
to Parisian Jeweler.

LONDON, Jan. 20.—Great interest was 
aroused today by the suit to recover 
$20,000 brought by Dr. Ernest Villiers 
Appleby, formerly lecturer at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, against Baroness 
May de Pallandt, an American woman, 
whose relatives live in Chicago and who 
12 ‘years ago was the wife of Baron de 
Pallandt: The case was tried in the 
King’s Bench division of the high court. 

The dispute was a sequel to a chance 
meeting of the plaintiff and defendant 
in 1908 on a train running between Chi- 
Cago and New York. This led to the 
infatuation of the plaintiff and subse- 
quent relations. 

Dr. Appleby in his pleadings declared 
that the Baroness agreed to repay him 
for certain notes. which he gave to a 
Parisian jeweler for a string of pearls. 

The Baroness denies this statement 
and says if there was any such agree- 
ment it was founded on “an immoral 
consideration.” She counter-claims the 
sum’ of $20,000, alleged to feigg due her 
from Dr. Appleby. ; 

According to the Aa Sopra Dr. Ap- 
pleby was anxious to marry the Baron- 
ess, but shé refused.. The Parisian jew- 
eler sued Dr. Appleby on the notes, 
which the Baroness, had refused to 
meet, and the present suit followed.

Rower Agreed With Promoter 
* Not to Act Until Bond- 
holders Were Heard. 


Chairman Henry Rower of the Coun- 
cil Railroads Committee, who had re- 


fused repeated requests of members to 
report the Hines Bill reducing the 50- 
year loop franchise of the Southern 
Traction Co., to 2% years, explained | 
his attitude to a reporter by stating 
that he has agreed with Manager H. 
D Mepham Jr., of the traction Com- 
pany, to take no action until the Lon- 
don: syndicate which underwrote $7,000,- 


“I will not report‘the bill until Mep- 
ham returns from London with a state- 
ment that the bendholders and he are 
willing to see their franchise cut down,” 
said Rower. ‘‘The city made a contract 
with the Southern Traction Co., in good 
feith; and it ‘has no right to break it. 
The company is not violating this con- 
tract on its part, and it would be utter- 
ly unfair to take away the rights given 
in that grant.’ 


Promoters Urged Dela 
Rower heid one meeting of his comi- 


mittee to consider the Hines Bill, and 
this meeting was not publicly announc: 
ed. It was attended only by Mepham 
and Jeptha D. Howe, counsel for the 
Seuthern Traction, who urged the de- 
fcat of the bill or at least delay until 
the bondholders were consulted. Coun- 
cilman Edwin J. Paule has taken the 
same stand as Rower, and the two 
have refused to report the bill at re. 
peated urging by Councilman John F. 
Hines, the third member of the com- 
mittee. 

Hines is the author of the $2,750,000 bond 
issue bill which the Council passed Nov. 
‘1, and ‘sent to the House of Delegates 
where it is pending, without considera- 
tion in the Railroads Committee. It is 
Hines’ program to have the traction 
franchise amended in order to facilitate 
the passage of the bonds to complete the

The question of railroad rates 
which is pressing for settlement will 
be solved by Federal financial regu- 
lation. 

The great obstacle now to raising 
railroad rates is lack of confidence in 
railroad financial management. Dis- 
closures of gross mismanagement and 
graft through promotion fees, con- 
struction contracts, fraudulent deals 
and supplies create a popular belief 
that increased rates are wanted to 
replenish the sources of graft. This 
suspicion is persistent and hampers 
the railroads. It embarrasses the of- 
ficials who are responsible for rate 
regulation. It checks the advocacy 
of increases of rates even when they 


are based upon just grounds. 


No doubt there is merit in the pe- 
tition of the railroads for higher 
rates. The request should be judged 
on its merits, but the merits are ob- 
popular distrust and its 
causes. 

Federal regulation of railroad 
finances will solve the problem of 
raising money for railroad develop- 
ment. 

Investors who are now afraid to put 
money in railroad securities on aec- 
count of bitter experience or revela- 
tions of graft and financial juggling 
will regain confidence with the as- 
surance that financial operations of 
railroads—the issues of securities, the 
purposes to which the money is to be 
applied and railroad construction— 
—will be supervised by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission.—Post-

Inasmuch as our object and the 
spirit of our action in these mat- 
ters is to meet business halfway in 
its processes of self-correction and 
Geturb its legitimate course as lit- 
tle as possible, we ought to see to it, 
and the judgment of practical and 
sagacious men of affairs everywhere 
would applaud us if we did see to it, 
that penalties and punishments 
should fall, not upon business itself, 
to its confusion and interruption, 
but upon the individuals who use the 
instrumeéntalities of busness to do 
things which public policy and sound 
business practice condemn. Every 
act of business is done at the com- 
mand or upon the initiative of some 

ascertainable person or group of per-~ 
‘sons. These should be held individ- 
ually responsible, and the punish- 
ment should fall upon them, not 
upon the - business organizatign of 
which they make illegal use. It 
should be one of the main objects 
of our legisiation to divest such per- 
sons of their corporate cloak, and deal 
with them as with-those who do not 
represent their corporations, ut 
merely by deliberate intention break 
the law. Business men the country 
through would, I am sure, applaud 
us if we were to take effectual steps 
to see that the officers and directors

HOLDING COMPANIES

Other questions remain which will 
need very thoughtful and practical 
treatment. Hnterprises, in these 
modern days of great individual for- 
tunes, are oftentimes interlocked, not 
by being under the control of the 
same directors, but by the fact that 
the greater part of their corporate 
stock is owned by @ Single person or 
group of persons who are in tome 


way intimately related in interest. 


We are agreed, I take it, that hoid- 
ing companies should be prohibited, 
but what of the controlling private 
ownership of individuals or actually 
co-operative groups of individuals? 

Shall the private owners of capital 
stock be suffered to be themselves 
in effect holding companies? We do 
not wish, I suppose, to forbid the 
‘purchase of stocks by any person 
who pleases to buy them in such 
quantities as he can afford, or in 
any way arbitrarily to limit the 
sale of stocks to bone fide pur- 
chasers. Shall we require the owners 
of stock, when their voting power in 
several companies which ought to be 
independent of one another would 
constitute s@tual control, to make 
election in w ich of them they will 
exercise their right to vote? This 
question I venture for your con- 
sideration. 

There is another matter in which 
imperative considerations of justice 
and fair play suggest thoughtful 
remedial action. Not only do many 
of the combinations effected or 
sought to be effected in the indus- 
trial world work an injustice upon 
the public in general; they also di- 
rectly and seriously injure . the 
individuals who are put out of busi- 
ness in one unfair way or another 
by the many dislodging and extermi- 
nating forces of combination. I ‘hope 
that we shall agree in giving private 
individuals who claim to have been 
injured by these processes the’ right 
to found their suits for redress upon 
the facts and judgments proved and 
entered in suits by the Government

These practices, being 
now abundantly disclosed, can be ex- 
plicitly and item by item forbidden 
by statute in such terms as will 
practically eliminate uncertainty, the 
law itself and the penalty miade 
equally plain.

And the business men of the coun- 
try desire something more than that 
the menace of legal process in these 
matters be made explicit and intel- 
ligible. They desire the advice, the 
definite guidance and _ information 
which can be supplied by an adminis- 
trative body, an interstate trade com- 
mission.

Daniel C. Nugent, president B. Nu- 
gent & Bro.

Hence it is reasonable to con- 
clude that the retailers here have 
drawn vast business from the surround- 
ing territory aforementioned. 

_I know it to be a fact that those who 
formerly went on to Chicago or New 
York to negotiate big business now stop 
in St. Louis as the business huop 
around which their interests revolve— 
and they are getting what they want. 

With a regional bank here, the de- 
mands .of such business and vast 
growth would be satisfied in a way that 
no other center in the territory named 
could offer. St. Louis is the logical! re- 
gional clearing house of that territory. 

This reason, as well as innumerable 
others, can be put down in black and 
white to prove the claim. When I repre- 
sent the retailers before the Government 
Committee Wednesday, I shall have 
compiled in figures the data to show 
why this immense business demands 4 
regional bank in 8st. Louis.

NEW CITY CHARTER 


Selden P. Spencer to Bring Up 
Special Election Resolution at - 
Thursday’s Meeting. 


The advisability of trying toscomplete 
the proposed new city charter so that it 
may be submitted to the voters at a spe- 
cial election June 3, will be discussed hy 
the Board of Freeholders at its meeting 
in the Municipal Courts Building Thuzs- 
day night. 

Selden P. Spencer gave notice at the 
meeting Monday night that on Thursday 
he would ask for a discussion on a res:- 


lution to this effect. ” 


Chairman Jesse McDonald expresseij 
the opinion that the board could not do 
justice to the charter in time to have it 
voted on in June. He thought more 
time would be needed if the board 
wished to do the necessary investigation 
and planning to make the charter a 
real effective instrument for good city 
government. 

Mayor’s Salary %10,000. 

The Freeholders were elected in April, 
f13. Several important chapters of the 
charter have been completed, and the 
board, by formal vote, has decided what 
it wants to do with most of the big 
problems. 

The board determined Monday night 
that the salary of the Mayor, under the 
new charter, shall be $19,000 a year. Sev- 
en of the eight members present voted 
for $10,000 a year, only Chairman McDon- 
ald voting against it as being too much. 
Those voting for it were: Dalton, Rut- 
ledge, Gardner, Aloe, Spencer, Rosenfeld 
and Udell. The présent salary of the 
Mayor is $5000 a year. The board deter- 
mined at an earlier meeting that the 
salary of the members of the Board of 
Aldermen, 28 in number, shall be $1000 a 
year. 

An invitation will be extended to for- 
mer Mayors to enlighten the board on 
whether there is any necessity for the 
Mayor having a contingent fund for 
which he does not have ‘to make an ac- 
counting. A contingent fund of $12,500 2 
year is now provided for the use of the 
Mayor. He may use this in any way he 
sees fit, for any public purpose, private 
charity or any investigation of city af- 
fairs, without haying to account for it. 

° MeDonald Oppodes Fund. 

Chairman McDonald said he did not 
think the Mayorshould have the use of 
public money without having to make 
some kind of report as to how he spent 
it. Spencer said he thought the Mayor 
should make some. kind of accounting, 
but suggested that it might be well to 
require this at the end of his term, so 
that he would not be hampered or 
embarrassed in his work. He said the 
Mayor might wish to use the fund to 
investigate some public official, and if 
he had to file a report stating that he 
had spent a certain sum to investigate 
some particular official, he might tip off 
his hand so that his object would not 
be accomplished. 

The board decided to tdke up this 
question at a future meeting, after hav- 
ing heard formeg Mayots Wells, Wal- 
bridge and Kreismann on the subject.

Girl Shield Is Wounded, 


Out of the building, Reed, Koentz and 

Lane slowly trotted to the gate. 
. The revolvers were stilled. None of 
the guards dared to shoot because of 
the human shield. A shot finally was 
fired and Miss Foster screamed. The 
bullet had plowed into her leg. 

At the gate the three men dropped 
their burden after unlocking the last 
barrier to freedom and sprang into a 
buggy. Lashing the horse the convicts 
sped eastward, down a road towara 
a mine. 

Guards on horses quickly got within 
shooting distance and a running fight 
began. The convicts made a desperate 
fight, but bullet after bullet fired by 
the guards found its mark and when 
the horse at last fell from a shot the 
guards found the three convicts dead in 
the buggy. 

Within the prison guards worked he- 
roically driving the convicts to their 
cells and holding at bay those who 
threatened to overpower them. 

Reed was under two years’ sentence 
for larceny; Lane, from Pauls Valley, 
five years for forgery, and Koontz, from 
Comanche County, 4 years for man- 
slaughter. The three convicts were 
known in the prison as “bad men.” 
Reed had a long criminal record in the 
Indian Territory days. 

A guard told last night of an inci- 
dent which, he believed, had something 
to do with the mutiny. He heard a 
motor car stop in the road near the 
prison Sunday night. It remained there 
several minutes. 

The Assistant Warden, who was slain, 
came here from Western Oklahoma. He 
served in Col. Roosevelt’s Rough Riders 
in the Spanish-American War. 


‘Prison Affairs in Tangle. 


Because of friction between two 
boards of control, both trying to estab- 
lish their rights in court, the affairs of

Thomas also had served as: past 
grand master of the Masonic Lodge in 
Illinois. He was 66 years old and was 
born in Mount Vernon, Ill. His son, 
John R. Thomas Jr., is a Captain in the 
First Regiment, United States Infantry, 

stationed at Honolulu.

GET THEIR FIRST 
INCREASE IN PAY| 


Lowest Salaried Employes. Find 
Wages Doubled, Averaging 
$31.22 a Week. 


DETROIT, Mich., Jan. ®.—Ejight hun- 
dred and eighty-eight*employes of the 
Ford Motor Co. participated today in 
the first profit-sharing of the company 
under Henry Ford’s new scheme. These 
were the lowest paid class of men in 
the factories. Consequently they found 
their wages more than doubled. 

A total of $27,566 was paid out, which 
was an average of $31.22 for the weekly 
wage. To men who had been working 
for less than $14 a week, it seemed fab- 
ulous. The average increase to each 
man over his former pay was $3.88 per 
day, or $17.28 per week. 

Every man among them had been in- 
vestigated by agents of the company, 
and had been found to be worthy of 
his increase. Ever since the profit-shar- 
ing plan was announced, emissaries of 
the company have been calling at the 
houses of the workers, ascertaining the 
conditions under which they live and 
reporting to the company.

PUT THE BRIDGE TO WORK. 
Beginning a campaign for the completion of the 
free bridge, the Post-Dispatch believes that an 
overwhelming majority of the St. Louis people 
epprove the following propositions: 

. The free bridge should. be completed. 
fr er es a cee ac actrees ar ok 
as the necessary legislation can be adopted 
and the money provided. 

2. It should be completed in the right way 
——the cheapest; most practicable and most 
useful way. 

Not another year should pass without beginning 


work on the eastern approaches, the only unfilled 
gaps in the bridge structure. In-order that money 
may be available for work before the end of this 
year, prompt action on the part of the city authori- 
ties is imperative. If the money is to be obtained 
by a bond issue the bond election should be held 
in April. 

The first question to be decided is the way to 
complete the bridge. The decision primarily rests 
with the Municipal Assembly, upon whose action 
the form of legislation providing for the comple- 
tion of the bridge depends. 

As the initial step in the bridge completion cam- 
paign the Post-Dispatch submits full information 
of the present status of legislation and the views 
of members of the House of Delegates, where the 
Council bill submitting a bond issue is now 
pending. 

The so-called Reber approach was selected by 
the Board of Public Improvements and adopted 
by the Municipal Assembly during the Kreismann 
administration. It was approved as the’ cheapest 
and best approach by a commission of competent 
engineers. Land has been obtained for the ap- 
proach at a cost of $140,000. The city has that 
much money invested in the selected approach. 

There is grave doubt whether the city has not, 
in providing for the Reber approach, exhausted its 
powers to condemn and acquire land for the main 
eastern approach. It is the opinion of City Coun- 
selor Baird that the city is powerless to condemn 
land for another approach and that the effort to 
do so might be resisted successfully. In a change 
of location there is, at least, danger of delay and 
failure through litigation. 

The Council has passed the Hines bill providing 
for submission to the voters of a bond issue to 
the amount of $2,750,000, the sum required to build 
the Reber approach. This bill is in the hands of 
the House Committee on Railroads. 

The prompt adoption of the Hines bill by the 
House of Delegates and its approval by the Mayor 
would be the shortest cut to action. The bond 
proposal could be submitted to the people in 
April, the bonds could be marketed by July and 
work on the bridge could be in full swing by 
the early autumn. 

Nothing but the.refusal of the House of Dele- 
gates to pass the Hines bill before Feb. 1 will pre- 
vent the beginning of work this year if the peo- 
ple vote the bonds. 

The only objection urged against the Reber ap- 
proach, bonds for which are provided in the 


{Hines bill, was that it might be bottled by the 


Terminal Railroad monopoly. This objection has 
been removed by the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court, which compels the Ter- 
minal combine to reorganize on a basis which ad- 
mits all railroads to the use of its tracks on equal 
terms and without restriction. All monopoly con- 
tracts and agreements have been abrogated. Free 
bridge connection with the Terminal system is now 
desirable because it offers access to the bridge to 
all railroads entering or seeking entrance into 
St. Louis. a 

The only alternative to the Reber approach pro- 
vided for in the Hines bill is the Alton & Mis- 
sissippi project, which is favored by Mayor Kiel 
and President Kinsey of the Board of Public Im- 
provements, and is supported by a group of 
Delegates. 

Two plans are offered for this project. One is 
to have the approach built by contractors, leased 
by the city and paid for in annual installments 
amounting in the aggregate, with interest, to 
$7,000,000. The other is to submit a bond issue 
for the building of the approach gh the city ata 
cost of $4,200,000 

Under the ET plan the A. & M. approach 
would cost the city $1,450,000 more than the Reber 
approach. The approach is much longer, far more 
costly and would be less convenient and useful to 
railroads than the Reber approach. It involves 
legal complications. It is a manifest scheme of 
land promoters and speculators. 

The chief argument in its favor, that the Reber 
approach is opposed by many voters, is weak, be- 
cause if the Reber approach, requiring an expendi- 
ture of $2,750,000, is opposed, what will be the 
attitude of voters towards a project requiring an 
expenditure of $4,200,000, with legal and specu- 
lative complications? 

Why should the contract plan for the A. & M. Le 
adopted at a far greater cost, with profits for con- 
tractors and speculators, than that of a better ap- 
proach built by the city, without rakeoffs to any- 
one? 

The Post-Dispatch’s poll of 25 members of the 
House of Delegates showed that 12 favored or 
were willing to vote for the Hines bill. Nine 
favored the Alton & Mississippi project. One was 
noncommittal and three feared the bonds for the 
Reber approach would be defeated. But condi- 
tions have changed since the last bond election.

Secretaries McAdoo and Houston, touring the 
country to prepare a report recommending sites 
for thé eight to twelve regional reserve banks 
which are to be established under the terms of 
the new banking and currency act, will visit St. 
Louis Wednesday and Thursday to hear, see and 
weigh this city’s claim for one of these instita- 
tions. 

St. Louis bankers and business men are prepar- 
ing an array of facts and figures supporting that 
claim. They go further. They are prepared to 
urge that St. Louis shall be the seat of one of the 
four great central regional reserve banks which it 
is believed will be created, probably in New York, 
Chicago, St. Louis and San Francisco. 

The channels of banking are the channels of 
trade. For many years St. Louis has been one 
of the central réserve cities under the old banking 
act and far more than any other city has been 
the trading and financial center of the South and 
Southwest, in addition to caring for its own very 
rich immediately tributary trade territory. 

In marking off the reserve regions, the national 
board will very likely have to subordinate the 
claims of ambitious young cities to the working 
necessities of the country’s commerce. This con- 
sideration alone should insure the inclusion, with- 
in the St. Louis district, of the whole of the vast 
area now principally served in trade and finance 
by St. Louis. This would be no less advantageous 
ts the commercial interests of the region indicated 
than to St. Louis. Indeed, the establishment of a 
great reserve bank here, for that region, would 
give it better service than could be afforded if the 
region were divided into two or more parts, each 
provided with a small reserve bank. 

Within the St. Louis trade territory industries 
and crops are widely diversified.. Hence not all 
of them would be in the market as borrowers at 
the same time. With the resources of a great 
bank at this point, each interest within the region 
could be adequately served in its turn and the 
banking resources of the community would never 
be taxed to the limit, as those of a smaller dis- 
trict, devoted chiefly to producing one crop, would 
be. 

The reasons in favor of St. Louis as a regional 
bank center are convincing. But every reason 
should be placed before Secretaries McAdoo and 
Houston.

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0-MILE WALK UNDER GROUND. 


Nowhere else in the world would such a journey 
be possible as that of certain newspaper men who 
are walking underground from the Catskill Moun- 
tains to New York through the new aqueduct. It 
is their plan not to ascend once to the surface 
until the entire 90 miles has been covered—if 
“covered” is the proper verb to apply to so re- 
markable a pathway. 

London has 90 miles of subway, Paris 50, and 
New York itself a greater mileage. But these sub- 
terranean passageways were each dug in the viein- 
ity of a common center. There was no long haul 
from metropolitan areas to complicate the prob- 
lem of supplying materials and labor. It would 
not be possible, of course, to travel 90 miles in one 
direction in any of these systems. 

The Romans were great’ builders of aqueducts. 
One of their works is said to have extended more 
than 50 miles below the surface. But in capacity 
and cost, and perhaps also in permanence of con- 
struction, they can be credited with nothing that 
equals the marvels of this time. In addition fo 
skyscraper structures and aircraft that fly above 
the clouds, marvelous achievements underground 
are included in present advance. Wild fowl have 
been outstripped in the heights and wonders im- 
possible to the super-mole accomplished in the 
depths.
